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Seek  Sullivan  After  M— D 


Pros  To

The  Detroit  (nee  Fort  Wayne) 
Pistons  are  prepared  to  pick 
Mount  St.  Mary’s  great,  Jack  Sul- 
livan either  on  the  first  or  second 
round  of  the  National  Basketball 
Association  player  draft  next 
month,  head  coach  Charlie  Eckman 
told  The  Greyhound  in  an  exclu- 
sive interview. 


Is  Tourney 

winning  the  regular  season 
championship  isn’t  a guarantee  of 
success  In  the  Mason-Dlxon  Con- 
ference basketball  tournament.  In 
fact,  if  anything.  It’s  a sign  of  im- 
pending disaster. 

Only  once  in  the  last  six  years 
— 1954,  with  Mount  St.  Mary’s  — 
has  a conference  champion  been 
able  to  successfully  defend  its  lau- 
rels when  it  came  time  for  the 
M-D  tourney. 

Overall,  the  mark  is  seven  wins 
in  sixteen  post-season  tries  for  the 
loop  kingpins  for  a somewhat  un- 
princely  .438  percentage. 

Loyola,  W’hich  has  five  tourney 
titles,  — more  than  any  other 
club  — has  failed  on  three  occa- 
sions to  add  the  playoff  bunting 
after  making  off  with  the  regular 
season  flag.  Next  in  line  is  Roa- 
noke, which  has  been  twice-frus- 
trated. 

Mount  St.  Mary’s  is  batting  .500 
in  this  department  having  struck 
out  in  1951,  before  its  1954  clean 
sweep. 

American  U.,  which  like  St. 
Mary’s  has  four  tourney  titles, 
shows  only  three  loop  crowns,  all 
double  victories,  however. 

What’s  the  reason,  behind  this 
trend  which  has  found  the  confer- 


‘That  is,  of  course,  if  he’s  still 
aroxmd  when  our  turn  comes  to 
pick,”  says  Eckman,  who  recently 
signed  a new  three-year  pact  to 
guide  the  transplanted  Fort 
Wayne  basketballers. 

Some  other  N.B.A.  clubs  are  m- 
terested  in  Sully,  too,  but  their 
draft  preparations  have  had  him 
around  sixth  or  seventh  because  of 
a story  that  Jack  wanted  to  do  a 


three-year  Marine  Corps  hitch 
upon  graduation. 

This  is  incorrect  says  St.  Mary’s 
coach  Jim  Phelan  who  adds  that 
Sullivan  “has  his  heart  set  on 
playing  pro  balL” 

Thus,  the  other  N.B.A.  teams 
may  also  start  angling  for  Jack  in 
the  top  rounds.  However,  Eck- 
man, if  possible,  will  definitely 
name  Sully  on  the  first  or  second 


go-round. 

The  Piston  skipper,  w’ho  has 
been  personally  interested  in  Jack 
for  over  a year,  says,  "We’d  really 
Uke  to  have  Sullivan  on  the  Pis- 
tons. We’ve  got  three  boys  on  our 
team  who  are  just  taped  together 
now  and  I don’t  know  how  much 
longer  they  can  last.  We  need 
help  for  next  year  and  I think 
Jack  could  do  us  some  good.” 


Windup 

If  Sully  makes  the  grade,  he’ll 
become  the  first  graduate  of  the 
Mason-Dixon  Conference  to  suc- 
ceed in  the  N.B.A.  Loyola’s  Joel 
Hittleman  was  drafted  by  Fort 
Wayne  in  1953,  but  was  cut  just 
before  the  season  began. 

However,  there’s  still  some  imfin- 
ished  business  on  the  agenda  for 
Sullivan  as  there  is  for  Loyola,  the 
host  school  in  the  three-day  Ma- 
son-Dixon Conference  tournament 
which  opens  tonight  on  the  Ever- 
green court  at  5:15. 

Capping  off  a brilliant  career 
that  has  seen  him  establish  new 
state  career  and  single  season 
scoring  marks  and  become  the 
first  player  to  make  the  All  Con- 
ference team  for  four  years,  the 
stocky  Sully  leads  the  Conference 
champion  Mountaineers  into  tour- 
nament play  gunning  for  an  un- 
precedented fourth  straight  M-D 
title. 

Major  opposition  is  expected  to 
come  from  Loyola,  which  last  year 
won  the  regular  season  crown  on- 
ly to  get  knocked  off  by  arch-foe 
St.  Mary’s,  107-86,  in  the  tourney 
final. 

This  time,  however,  the  Hounds 
figure  the  shoe  to  be  on  the  other 
foot  and  they  would  like  nothing 
better  than  to  personally  take  the 
kick  out  of  Sullivan  and  his  play- 
mates and  lasso  Loyola’s  first 
tourney  title  since  1953. 

Of  course,  Denny  McGuire’s  un- 
timely injury  may  hamper  the 
Greyhounds'  rebounding  some- 
what, but  a recovered  George 
Leyh  and  dependable  Jim  Staiti 
are  prepared  to  answer  the  call 
for  backboard  strength. 

Roanoke  poses  as  the  outside 
threat  for  the  title,  but  jumping- 
jack  Harapden-Sydney,  if  on. 
might  even  take  it  all  away.

Lefty  Reitz,  who  qualifies  as  an 
authority  on  the  subject  since  his 
Loyola  quint  has  never  missed  a 
post-season  party,  has  an  explana- 
tion. 

“I  think  the  main  reason  is  be- 
cause of  the  scheduling,”  explains 


Reitz.  “There  is  no  uniform  sched- 
uling in  the  league  so  most  schools 
don’t  play  the  same  number  of 
games  or  don’t  play  the  same 
teams  as  others  do.” 

“Another  point,  of  course,  is 
that  you  never  know  how  a team 
will  fare  in  any  given  game.  And 
in  the  tourney,  of  course,  one  bad 
game  will  finish  you.”

Practical  Political  Science  text- 
books to  the  contrary,  the  splinter 
part  still  exerts  a strong  influence 
on  the  American  scene. 

Perhaps  not  so  much  in  diplo- 
matic circles,  but  certainly  in  the 
politics  of  winning  basketball 
games  is  the  splinter  party  most 
influential  as  coaches  digest  and 
direct  their  teams'  acti'vities  from 
a bench  that  offtimes  is  much  too 
confining. 

The  Mason-Dixon  Conference 
will  put  on  a display  of  its  top 
Basketball  Science  instructors  be- 
ginning tonight  when  the  master- 
minds convene  for  round  one  of 
the  annual  Conference  basketball 
convention. 

Winning  the  title  of  imperial 
potentate  of  the  M-D  coaching 
clientage  hands-up  (in  dismay 
over  a foul,  undoubtedly)  is  Emil 
G.  "Lefty”  Reitz,  Loyola’s  veteran 
skipper  of  nineteen  campaigns 
who  locked  up  his  300th  coadiing 
victory  at  Evergreen  during  the 
past  season. 

Following  graduation  from  Vil- 
lanova  in  1933  and  a brief  pro- 
fessional baseball  stint,  Reitz 
moved  to  Evergreen  as  head  bas- 
ketball coach  in  1937.  A year  lat- 
er, he  was  promoted  to  athletic 
director,  a position  he  still  holds 
today. 

Roanoke’s  J.  S.  “Buddy”  Hack- 
man  is  another  “old-timer”  among 
Conference  coaches.  Joseph  Sandy 
has  been  athletic  director  and  bas- 
ketball coach  at  Roanoke  since 
1942.  A former  college  football 
player,  Hackman  was  an  All- 
American  back  at  Tennessee  in 
1930. 

Perhaps  the  most  successful 
coach  from  a won-lost  stand-point 
has  been  James  J.  Phelan,  whose 
Mount  St.  Mary’s  clubs  have  won 
the  title  twice  in  the  two  years  he 
has  guided  them.

First  of  all  Loyola,  who  once 
was  the  proud  owner  of  the  most 
feared  bench  strength  in  the 
league,  'will  be  operating  with  on- 
ly nine  men.  The  loss  of  Gene 
Grimes,  and  lately  Denny  McGuire 
has  dealt  ‘Xefty”  a serious  blow 
— one  that  could  be  the  knock- 
out punch. 


The  Mounts,  on  the  other  hand,
